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CONSECRATION  SERMON. 

(Delivered  by  the  Very  Reverend  J.  C.  Stuart  at  the 
Consecration  of  Bishop  Drumm.) 


"May  he  stand  and  feed  the  flock  in  Thy  strength,  O  Lord,  and  in  the 
sublimity  of  Thy  Name." — Words  taken  from  the  Divine  Office. 


N  the  gospel  we  read  that  after  a  miracle  of  Our  Lord 
the  people  gave  thanks  to  God,  crying  out :  "We  have 
seen  wonderful  things  to-day."  Truly  we  can  reecho 
their  cry,  for  we  have  witnessed  the  majesty  and  per- 
petual vigor  of  the  Church,  as  with  sacred  and  im- 
menorial  rites  she  brought  forth  a  father  of  her  people,  and 
successor  of  the  Apostles.  Across  the  centuries,  through  an 
unbroken  line,  has  come  to  him  the  fulness  of  the  Priesthood  of 
the  New  Law  with  all  its  power  and  responsibility. 

For,  my  brethern,  Christ  Jesus,  the  Incarnate  Son  of  God, 
founded  a  church  and  a  priesthood,  by  which  the  truths  He  re- 
vealed and  graces  of  His  redemption  are  communicated  to  souls 
of  men  until  the  end  of  time.  In  that  Church,  visible  as  the  city 
seated  on  the  mountain,  perpetual  as  the  Incarnation  itself,  holy 
and  glorious,  not  having  spot  or  wrinkle,  He  incorporated  the 
divine  life  that  makes  us  sons  of  God  and  heirs  of  heaven.  She 
is  the  Spouse  of  Christ,  the  mother  of  our  souls.  Christ  is  her 
Head,  we  are  the  members,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God,  the 
principle  of  life  and  unity.  By  this  living  Church,  the  Good 
Shepherd  walks  the  earth  to-day  seeking  the  lost  sheep;  the 
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Good  Samaritan  binds  up  the  wounds  of  nations,  pouring  in  the 
oil  and  wine  of  Divine  mercy. 

Now,  if  we  look  deep  into  the  nature  of  the  Church,  we 
find  that  her  Divine  Founder  formed  her  of  two  elements,  dis- 
tinct, but  ever  united,  the  great  body  of  the  faithful  and  a  priest- 
hood whose  office  is  to  teach,  govern,  and  sanctify  in  His  name. 
Christ,  after  a  night  spent  in  prayer,  chose  twelve,  and  at  the 
head  He  placed  Peter,  the  rock.  To  them  and  to  their  suc- 
cessors He  gave  the  full  revelation  of  eternal,  unchanging 
truth,  the  sacred  deposit  of  faith,  which  commissioned  them  to 
teach  until  the  end  of  time.  "All  power  is  given  to  Me  in  heaven 
and  on  earth.  Going  therefore  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  which  I  have  com- 
manded you,  and  behold  I  am  with  you  until  the  consummation 
of  the  world."  They  speak  in  His  name,  with  His  authority: 
"He  that  heareth  you  heareth  me."  Upon  them  He  sent  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  abide  with  them  forever.  And  into  their  hands 
He  entrusted  the  sacrifice  and  the  spiritual  food  of  the  New 
LawT  when  He  gave  them  power  over  His  real  living  body  in  the 
Eucharist,  saying,  "Do  this  for  a  commemoration  of  Me."  To 
which  the  Apostle  adds  the  comment,  "As  often  as  you  shall  eat 
this  bread  and  drink  the  chalice  you  shall  show  the  death  of  the 
Lord  until  He  come."  And  finally,  against  sin  which  brings 
death  to  the  soul,  He  gave  them  a  remedy.  Breathing  upon 
them  He  said  :  "Receive  ye  the  Holy  Ghost,  whose  sins  you  shall 
forgive  they  are  forgiven  them,  whose  sins  you  shall  you  shall 
retain,  they  are  retained." 

That  little  band,  weak  and  despised  by  Jew  ad  Gentile,  but 
strong  and  courageous  in  God-given  power,  went  forth  to  win 
souls  for  the  Crucified  Master.  Not  in  the  persuasive  words  of 
human  wisdom,  but  in  the  showing  of  spirit  and  power  they 
declared  what  they  had  seen  and  heard  and  handled  of  the 
Word  of  Life.     Despite  all  opposition  the  holiness,  love  and 
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mercy  of  Jesus  as  preached  by  these  chosen  messengers,  won 
the  admiration  and  obedience  of  multitudes.  Gradually  the 
leaven  of  the  gospel  penetrated  the  whole  mass,  a  new  civiliza- 
tion was  born  in  which  all  men  were  brothers  in  Christ  Jesus, 
the  Son  of  God.  Slaves  were  freed,  masters  and  rulers  ac- 
knowledged their  dependence  on  God  the  Creator  and  Giver  of 
life.  Woman  was  raised  from  her  abject  condition  to  be  the 
equal  and  helpmate  of  man.  Gradually  the  organism  of  the 
Church  developed,  not  through  the  native  shrewdness  of  her 
leaders,  but  by  realizing  the  plan  of  her  founder.  In  every 
important  city  was  founded  a  church,  ruled  by  the  bishop, 
who  chose  and  ordained  priests  and  deacons  to  assist  him 
in  the  work  of  the  ministry.  Witness  the  words  of  St.  Paul 
to  the  church  at  Ephesus :  "Take  heed  to  yourselves  and  to  the 
whole  flock  wherein  the  Holy  Ghost  has  placed  you  bishops  to 
rule  the  Church  of  God.''  And  to  Titus :  "For  this  cause  I  left 
thee  at  Crete,  that  thou  shouldst  ordain  priests  in  every  city, 
as  I  also  appointed  thee." 

The  earliest  Fathers,  as  Polycarp,  Ignatius  and  Clement, 
clearly  indicate  a  graduation  of  power  in  the  Church,  com- 
paring deacons,  priests  and  bishops  to  the  choirs  of  Angels. 
The  chair  of  the  bishop  was  ever  a  center  of  unity  and  purity  of 
faith.  Beside  the  chair  stood  the  altar  of  sacrifice  and  the  tri- 
bunal of  reconciliation.  In  the  person  of  the  bishop  were  em- 
bodied that  constancy  of  faith  and  sanctity  of  life  that  made 
him  the  pattern  of  the  whole  flock.  Whether  united  under  the 
Vicar  of  Christ,  or  teaching  and  ruling,  each  in  his  own  diocese, 
they  spoke  and  ruled  fearlessly  in  the  name  of  Christ.  When 
the  subtle  Greek  mind  of  Arius,  abetted  by  civil  power,  asked 
how  man  could  be  God,  St.  Athanasius  Bishop  of  Constanti- 
nople, led  the  hosts  of  faithful,  triumphantly  defending  the 
Divinity  of  the  Word  made  Flesh.  When  Pelagius  would  make 
false  the  word  of  the  Savior,  "Without  me  you  can  do  nothing," 
Augustine,  Bishop  of  Hippo,  held  the  Church  faithful  to  Christ, 
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the  source  of  every  grace.  When  a  tyrant  king  would  make 
himself  Head  of  the  Church  in  his  realm,  Blessed  John  Fisher 
sealed  with  his  blood  his  fidelity  to  Christ's  vicar  and  the  one 
true  Church. 

And  so  to-day  after  nineteen  centuries,  the  Bishops  of  the 
Church,  spread  throughout  the  world  but  united  under  Peter's 
successor,  stand  and  feed  the  flock  in  the  name  of  God.  They 
proclaim,  not  the  vagaries  of  human  reason  and  experience, 
but  the  truths  once  delivered  to  the  saints.  When  learning,  de- 
void of  faith,  would  question  the  Incarnation,  they  reutter 
Peter's  confession,  as  did  Athanasius,  "Thou  art  Christ  the  Son 
of  the  Living  God."  To  the  proud  spirits  who  recoil  from  the 
pessimistic  doctrine  of  man's  total  depravity,  but  who  going  too 
far  would  deny  all  sin  and  make  void  the  Cross  of  Calvary,  they 
declare  again  as  did  Augustine,  that  only  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
can  man  be  saved. 

To-day  when  gigantic  organizations,  private  or  govern- 
mental, assail  the  rights  of  man  or  of  the  Church,  they  proclaim 
the  eternal  principles  of  justice  and  Christian  charity,  ready  to 
lay  down  life  itself,  as  Blessed  Fisher,  for  the  flocks  committed 
to  their  care.  To  the  nations  that  have  forgotten  God,  the 
Creator  and  Giver  of  life,  and  the  Savior  sent  by  Him,  to  the 
nations  that  famish  as  sheep  without  food  or  shepherd,  they 
preach  the  glad  tidings  of  the  Redeemer,  through  whom  alone 
come  peace  and  love  and  brotherhood.  By  them  has  been  per- 
petuated the  priesthood  which  offers  the  clean  oblation  in  every 
land  from  the  rising  of  the  sun  to  the  going  down  thereof.  Oh, 
truly  wonderful  are  the  purity  of  faith,  the  constancy  and  de- 
votion of  the  shepherds  whom  Christ  has  appointed  to  rule  His 
Church.  Tremendous  are  the  powers,  terrible  their  responsi- 
bility, but  high  beyond  words  the  recompense  from  the  Good 
Shepherd  when  life  is  over. 

And,  dear  Bishop  Drumm,  to  this  first  order  of  the  priest- 
hood you  have  been  consecrated  to-day;  Christ's  Vicar,  the 
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supreme  Pastor,  gave  the  command.  The  Church  has  prayed 
for  you,  invoking  the  undivided  Trinity,  and  the  blessed  in 
heaven.  Your  Archbishop  and  his  assistant  Bishops  have  im- 
posed hands  upon  you,  anointing  both  your  head  and  hands 
that  the  fulness  of  Priesthood  be  given  you.  Seventeen  years 
of  zealous  priestly  endeavor  for  the  souls  for  whom  Christ  Jesus 
thirsted  on  the  Cross,  have  brought  you  this  greater  field  of 
devotion.  May  you  stand  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord,  with 
your  blessed  miter,  a  helmeted  captain  of  Christ,  faithfully  de- 
fending them  with  the  word  of  God  from  all  evil.  May  you 
abundantly  feed  the  flock  with  graces  and  gifts  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  given  in  Confirmation.  Feed  the  little  ones  by  Christian 
education  in  your  schools  and  college.  May  devotion  to  our 
Eucharistic  Lord  spread  and  deepen  in  your  diocese.  May  your 
priestly  colaborers  be  multiplied  and  be  spent,  with  you  at  their 
head,  bringing  in  thousands  who  are  not  yet  of  this  fold.  May 
God  give  you  length  of  days  that  you  may  bring  forth  much 
fruit,  and  may  your  fruit  abide.    Ad  multos  annos.

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THE  AMERICAN  MAN. 

IVING  in  a  country  like  ours,  watching  the  struggles, 
developments,  and  achievements  of  those  about  us, 
one  cannot  help  but  be  affected  by  the  freedom  and  the 
fascination  of  American  life.  Caste  and  class  are 
discarded,  and  man  is  taken  at  his  face  value.  No 
position  in  the  nation  is  too  high  for  the  laborer's  son, 
if  he  has  the  qualities  to  attain  it;  and  no  degradation  is  too 
low  for  the  millionaire's  son  if  he  has  not  the  ability  to  prevent 
it.  The  poverty-stricken  family  of  to-day  dwells  in  mansions 
to-morrow;  and  the  rich  of  one  generation  are  often  to  be 
found  in  the  hands  of  the  charitable  during  the  next  generation. 
And  it  is  a  life  such  as  this  that  makes  America  to  be  the  great 
country  she  is  to-day,  a  democracy  in  the  true  sense  of  the 
word,  and  the  champion  of  humanity. 

We,  the  coming  generation  which  is  to  rule  and  control 
this  great  democracy,  are,  or  should  be,  preparing  to  step  into 
the  affairs  of  life.  To  go  unprepared  is  foolish;  to  go  half 
prepared  is  dangerous.  We  must  be  fully  equipped  with  the 
armor  of  an  American,  trained  in  an  American  manner,  and 
fully  aware  of  America's  need.  We  must  be  Americans 
through  and  through. 

America  has  an  ideal  type  of  manhood.  It  is  not  pre- 
served in  an  immortal  epic  or  in  the  enchanting  tale  of  daring 
exploits  by  a  national  hero,  but  is  embodied  in  the  characters 
of  men  who  lived,  made,  and  protected  their  country.  Wash- 
ington, Jefferson,  Lincoln,  Grant,  all  are  men  of  this  type ;  and 
if  we  desire  to  call  ourselves  Americans,  we  must  first  prove 
to  the  world  that  we  compare  favorably  with  these  types. 

To  be  an  American  we  must,  naturally,  possess  the  charac- 
teristics of  the  American  man.  These  may  be  grouped  under 
the  three  general  headings :  champion  of  Christian  principles, 
courage,  and  tact.     They,  however,  depend  on  many  smaller, 
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and  apparently  insignificant,  qualifications  which  shall  be  enu- 
merated in  their  proper  places. 

A  champion  of  Christian  principles  must  obviously  be  a 
Christian ;  moreover,  he  must  not  only  believe  in  Christianity, 
he  must  also  practise  it.  Honesty,  sincerity,  kindness,  humility, 
all  must  enter  into  the  make-up  of  the  man's  character.  He 
must  be  honest  in  his  dealings  with  his  fellow-men,  sincere  in 
his  purpose,  kind  and  sympathetic  in  his  regard  for  his  neigh- 
bor, and  humble  in  his  actions.  Throwing  selfish  interests  to 
the  winds,  he  must  become  a  leader  by  being  a  servant  of  his 
followers.  Nor  must  he  take  unfair  advantage  of  a  fellow-man 
in  pushing  himself  forward,  or  disregard  the  rights  of  his 
people.  He  may  be  able  to  convince  the  world  of  his  sincerity 
and  honesty  for  a  long  time,  as  a  financier  does ;  but  as  soon  as 
his  real  purpose  is  disclosed  and  his  evil  methods  revealed,  he 
will  find  he  has  kicked  the  two  main  cornerstones  out  of  his 
foundation,  and  his  house  will  tumble  about  his  ears.  He  must 
ever  strive  for  liberty,  justice,  equality,  and  harmony;  and 
strive  in  such  an  honest,  sincere  way  that  the  world  can  never 
doubt  his  true  purpose.  This  was  the  foundation  upon  which 
Washington,  Lincoln,  and  all  the  others  built;  and  this  is  the 
fundamental  reason  why  America  has  applauded,  praised,  and 
finally  exalted  these  men,  placing  them  upon  the  pinnacle  of 
success  in  the  hall  of  fame.  "He  was  ever  kind  and  considerate 
as  to  our  wants,  never  placing  his  personal  pride  or  selfish 
interests  above  ours,  honest  and  sincere  in  his  dealings  with 
his  fellows;  he  is  our  hero."  Such  is  the  world's  tribute  when 
a  man  of  worth  passes. 

Many  men  possess  these  qualifications,  yet,  in  spite  of 
them,  never  succeed  in  raising  their  heads  above  the  crowd  of 
toilers.  They  lack  the  courage,  the  ambition  to  push  themselves 
forward.  America  is  a  land  which  demands  that  a  man  prove 
himself  before  he  is  accepted.  He  is  placed  upon  his  own  feet, 
and  given  encouragement;  but  that  is  all.     His  progress  de- 
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pends  entirely  upon  himself ;  and  many  men  fail  in  this  step 
toward  success  principally  because  they  lack  the  backbone  to 
stand  up  in  the  storm  raging  about  them.  A  man  must  have 
confidence  in  himself  and  his  ability.  This  depends,  in  turn, 
upon  a  thorough  knowledge  of  self.  He  must  know  his  weak 
points,  and  strive  to  fill  in  the  gaps  with  the  instruments  of  self- 
control  and  self-restraint.  When  he  is  absolutely  sure  of  him- 
self and  has  supreme  confidence  in  his  own  abilities,  courage 
will  come  to  him  naturally;  and  courage  is  the  requisite  for 
advancement.  Should  he  place  a  new  project  before  the  people, 
he  must  have  the  courage  to  stand  by  it  and  defend  it  with  his 
very  life;  if  he  weakens,  the  cause  is  lost.  A  great  obstacle 
in  life  is  criticism;  and  if  you  cannot  remain  strong  in 
the  conviction  that  your  cause  is  a  worthy  one,  both  you  and 
your  plan  will  be  annihilated  in  the  withering  fire  of  critical 
opposition.  What  we  admire  most  in  Lincoln  was  the  coura- 
geous manner  in  which  he  withstood  the  furious,  and  often 
vicious,  attacks  by  his  cabinet ;  and  when,  exhausted,  they 
paused  to  rest,  he  continued  advocating  the  adoption  of  his 
plan  as  though  nothing  had  happened  and  no  objection  had  been 
made.  He  was  not  daunted,  his  faith  was  not  shaken ;  he  did 
not  weaken.  Such,  too,  must  be  our  courage  if  we  wish  to 
become  victorious  in  the  battle  of  life. 

Possibly  the  greatest  asset  for  a  man  in  overcoming  the 
obstacles  in  his  path  is  tact.  Bullies  may  win  a  fight,  but  the 
clever  boxer  wins  the  applause  and  sympathy  of  the  audience. 
When  brawn  gives  way  to  brain,  we  are  in  admiration  of  the 
achievement,  whether  it  be  in  the  mechanical  world  of  inven- 
tion, the  military  field  of  strategy,  or  the  political  circle  of 
diplomacy.  For  a  man  to  become  tactful  he  must  cultivate 
foresight ;  he  must  see  two  or  three  moves  ahead  of  the  game 
and  have  his  answer  ready.  Foresight,  or  vision,  can  be  ac- 
quired through  knowing  your  opponent  and  knowing  the  past. 
If  one  can  read  intelligently  the  history  of  his  world,  and  can 
understand  the  success  and  failures  of  his  predecessors,  the 
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future  is  an  open  book.  His  duty  is,  then,  to  carefully  lay  out 
his  plan  of  action,  never  ignoring  or  underestimating  the 
powers  of  opposition.  When  one  launches  his  project,  he  must 
never  back  up;  hence  the  importance  of  the  gift  of  tact.  The 
value  of  this  trait  is  most  apparent  probably  in  military  mat- 
ters. The  strategy  of  great  generals  like  Grant,  Sherman,  and 
Lee,  backed  by  their  courage,  has  been  the  secret  of  their  suc- 
cess and  recognition.  Yet  every  man  has  battles,  though  not 
always  of  a  military  nature;  and  the  strategy,  the  tact  with 
which  he  meets  his  foe  determines  to  a  large  extent  the  location 
of  the  victor's  crown.  It  is  better  to  deftly  side-step  some 
problems  than  to  meet  them  head  on;  but  we  must  take  care 
to  discriminate  which  are  to  be  averted  and  which  should  be 
met  on  the  battlefield.  A  keen  foresight  will  solve  this  diffi- 
culty. 

Summing  up,  then,  these  characteristics  compose  the 
American  ideal  of  manhood,  exemplified  by  such  men  as  Wash- 
ington and  Lincoln.  They  are  the  type  that  the  sane  novelist  tries 
to  create  in  his  hero,  and  the  standard  that  every  biographer 
attempts  to  measure  his  subject  by.  We,  too,  who  take  pride 
in  our  own  achievements  and  abilities,  unconsciously  compare 
our  characters  with  those  of  national  fame,  and  too  often  we 
pass  judgment  and  pronounce  ourselves  to  be  as  perfect  as  they. 
We  forget  one  of  the  principle  elements  in  which  we  are  sorely 
lacking — self-knowledge.  Were  we  fair  in  our  comparison 
and  if  we  knew  ourselves,  we  would  never  pass  such 
judgment.  Our  problem,  then,  is  to  see  ourselves  as  others 
see  us,  to  discover  our  imperfections  and  weaknesses ;  and  then 
to  start  out  anew  with  the  courage  of  a  Washington,  the  sincer- 
ity of  a  Lincoln,  and  the  tact  of  a  Grant  to  attain  the  high 
standard  of  American  manhood.  It  is  not  necessary  that  we 
reach  such  positions  in  national  affairs  as  these  men  did;  we 
need  only  acquire  the  qualities  of  these  leaders  to  be  recognized 
as  men  of  American  calibre.  That  goal  is  the  ambition  of  every 
true  American  boy.  Cl^0  j  Ivis^  >I9< 
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When  the  threatening  clouds  are  dissembled, — 
When  the  muttering  tempest  has  gone, 
And  the  dreads  of  the  night's  silent  spaces 
Give  place  to  the  glories  of  dawn, — 
When  the  lark  from  its  covert  wings  upward 
Its  song  through  Day's  portals  to  fling, 
Then  will  the  spirit  give  answer, 
Then  'tis,  perchance,  we  shall  sing. 

When  the  years  have  become  but  a  memory 
Far  distant — an  echo — the  last, — 
When  the  waters  roll  on  unconfined 
Awash  o'er  the  pride  of  the  past, 
Then  will  the  spirit  wing  upward 
Freed  of  the  shackles  that  cling, 
Bathed  in  a  glory  supernal 
Then,  O  my  Soul,  shall  we  sing.

COMMENCEMENT. 

HE  following  account  of  the  forty-sixth  annual  com- 
mencement is  taken  from  The  Dubuque  Telegraph- 
Herald: 

The  program,  although  simple,  contained  just 
enough  suggestion  of  the  military  to  make  it  spirited. 
This  was  particularly  true  of  the  stage  setting,  the  American 
flag  and  the  college  regimental  colors  predominating  in  the 
decorative  scheme.  With  the  floral  decorations,  they  formed  a 
splendid  setting  for  the  cap-and-gown  clad  college  men,  and  the 
khaki-clad  graduates  of  the  Academy. 

The  program  opened  with  two  musical  numbers,  the  first 
an  ensemble  rendition  of  America,  followed  by  a  cornet  solo  by 
Bart  Carey,  a  member  of  the  graduation  class.  The  conferring 
of  honors  by  Archbishop  James  J.  Keane,  assisted  by  Father 
John  C.  Stuart,  followed.    The  bachelor  of  arts  degree  was  con- 
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f erred  on  the  following:  Geo  J.  Ivis,  cum  maxima  laude; 
James  A.  Whalen,  cum  laude ;  Edward  A.  Supple,  cum  laude, 
Raymond  J.  Finn,  cum  laude ;  Anthony  H.  Ocken,  cum  laude ; 
Louis  A.  Pavlovec,  Raymond  Duggan,  Otto  H.  Dentlinger, 
Bart  J.  Carey,  Charles  C.  Cannon,  John  C.  Keane,  Francis  J. 
Mean,  Adolph  Hlubek.  The  degree  of  bachelor  of  science  was 
conferred  on  Jesse  Igou,  and  that  of  bachelor  of  letters  on 
Bertram  G.  Walker. 

The  archbishop,  in  a  short  talk,  bore  to  the  students  his 
farewell  message.  His  talk  throughout  was  interspersed  with 
advice,  and  as  a  parting  exhortation  he  told  them  to  be  ever 
true  to  "their  school,  their  Church,  and  their  country/' 

Most  Reverend  Archbishop,  Faculty  and  Students : 
This  is  a  time  of  congratulation :  The  class  deserves  con- 
gratulation for  successfully  completing  the  work  begun  some 
years  ago,  the  teachers  for  guiding  and  directing  these  young 
men  through  the  years  so  that  this  day  of  celebration  has  come 
to  both.  It  is  also  a  day  of  sadness.  The  link  which  binds 
teacher  and  pupil  will  this  day  be  broken.  In  this  institution 
there  is  more  than  the  ordinary  tie  that  binds  you.  Here  you 
have  made  your  home  for  some  years,  you  met  in  classes,  in  the 
dining  hall,  in  the  chapel,  and  at  prayer.  In  the  ordinary  school 
the  day's  work  begins  at  nine  and  closes  at  four  o'clock.  Here 
your  only  separation  is  during  the  short  hours  for  recreation  so 
that  the  tie  that  binds  you  is  more  than  common  friendship.  It 
is  an  affection  born  of  reverence,  nursed  by  kindness  and  made 
perfect  by  that  love  which  binds  you  faithful  Catholic  youths 
to  the  beloved  Priest  who  watches  over  you  with  parental  care, 
whose  days  are  filled  with  anxiety  for  your  success  and  whose 
only  hope  of  reward  is  the  joy  that  your  affection  and  per- 
fection brings  him. 

The  scholarship  of  young  men  taught  in  schools  like  this 
should  be  perfect.  Here  you  are  free  from  distraction,  your 
mind  is  ever  concentrated  on  the  work  that  you  are  pursuing. 
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You  are  taught  by  men  who  take  a  personal  interest  in  you,  your 
progress  is  the  joy  of  their  life.  Your  teachers  are  free  from 
the  cares  of  the  world.  Your  achievement  and  perfection  from 
day  to  day  is  their  only  interest.  These  teachers  are  here  only 
because  of  fitness.  They  are  prepared  for  the  work,  and  you 
are  the  beneficiaries.  Here  fads  and  fancies  have  no  place. 
The  enthusiasts  bubbling  over  with  extreme  views  and  "airy 
notions"  are  absent. 

If  I  would  be  permitted  to  criticize  public  modern  educa- 
tion my  criticism  would  be  that  it  is  too  much  influenced  by  the 
"anchorless  faddist",  the  unstable  "enthusiast"  and  the  ever 
appearing  bureaucrat  who  discovers  some  new  course  or  com- 
bination of  courses  that  should  be  added  to  the  curriculum, 
which  lengthens  the  time  that  the  student  must  remain  in  col- 
lege, and  when  the  average  man  looks  over  the  situation  he 
wonders  if  this  continuous  addition  and  multiplication  of 
courses  will  ever  stop. 

Again,  the  personal  element  in  public  education  has  prac- 
tically disappeared.  The  instructor  lays  out  the  work,  the  pupil 
may  perform  it  if  he  will.  If  the  pupil  is  a  good  manager  he 
may  get  through  college  with  little  knowledge.  The  inspiration 
of  personal  contact  with  a  great  mind  is  wanting  and  the  in- 
fluence and  leadership  of  such  men  in  the  classroom  is  a  thing 
of  the  past.  The  personal  element,  the  greatest  element  in  edu- 
cation to  my  mind,  is  to  be  found  only  in  the  Catholic  and 
denominational  colleges  of  the  country  and  it  is  from  those 
colleges  that  the  real  educated  men  of  the  country  of  this  day 
will  come. 

Here  you  teach  the  fundamentals.  The  studies  you  pursue 
are  calculated  to  strengthen  the  intellect.  You  spend  time 
enough  to  enable  the  student  to  grasp  the  subject  and  the  teach- 
ers see  to  it  that  the  pupil  does  grasp  it.  The  mind  is  thus  made 
strong  and  when  confronted  by  new  problems  it  is  able  to  solve 
them.    This  is  the  great  value  that  comes  to  a  student  in  a  col- 
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lege  like  this.  In  the  public  universities  of  the  country  the 
courses  are  so  numerous  and  the  influence  of  the  teachers  on  the 
mind  of  the  student  so  slight  that  the  average  pupil  gets  only  a 
smattering  instead  of  the  powerful  mental  force  that  comes  to 
one  who  masters  the  essentials  and  avoids  the  multiplicity  of 
studies  that  scatters  instead  of  concentrates.  Besides  develop- 
ing the  intellect,  here  you  are  taught  the  higher  things  of  life. 

The  old  philosophers  looked  out  upon  the  world  to  solve 
the  problems  of  life  and  to  see  wherein  the  happiness  of  man- 
kind and  true  civilization  lie.  They  looked  into  the  possession 
of  wealth.  It  was  not  found  in  that,  as  Turks  and  Mohamme- 
dans were  found  to  possess  great  riches — yet  were  a  barbarous 
people.  They  looked  again  and  wondered  if  it  might  not  be 
found  in  the  fine  arts,  and  in  this  they  failed,  for  Babylon  and 
Ninevah  and  Thebes  enjoyed  the  beautiful,  but  they  were  semi- 
barbarous.  They  inquired  again  to  see  if  this  "finish"  of  man- 
hood did  not  lie  in  intellectual  development,  but  the  Greeks  and 
Romans  possessed  this,  yet  the  weak  and  defective  were  de- 
stroyed, and  captives  and  slaves  at  the  least  provocation  were 
put  to  death.  And  lo,  Christ  came  upon  earth  and  by  Him  all 
things  were  changed.  When  He  came  the  world  was  barren. 
He  went  around  doing  good.  Instead  of  killing  off  the  weak 
he  healed  them.  He  preached  that  men  should  love  one  another 
and  that  justice  should  prevail,  that  the  weak  should  be  assisted 
and  the  humble  should  be  exalted,  that  all  men  should  be 
brothers,  and  the  philosophers  saw  in  his  life  and  in  His  teach- 
ing true  happiness  and  true  civilization. 

This  institution  is  here  primarily  to  impress  upon  these 
young  men  His  life  and  His  teaching.  Your  teachers  are  artists 
and  Christian  Doctrine  and  Christian  life  are  the  pictures  they 
have  painted  in  your  hearts  and  souls,  and  when  you  go  out 
from  these  walls  you  go  with  minds  embellished  with  Christian 
ideals  and  characters  sustained  by  practice  of  the  Christian 
vistues  and  much  will  be  expected  of  you.     The  eyes  of  your 
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community  will  be  turned  upon  you,  and  this  institution  will 
depend  on  you  for  its  reputation.  You  who  choose  the  various 
callings  and  professions  will  have  many  opportunities  to  demon- 
strate what  is  in  you,  and  you  should  take  advantage  of  the  op- 
portunities presented.  America  is  the  land  of  opportunity. 
There  is  always  room  for  the  educated  man  who  is  willing  to 
work,  and  in  the  years  to  come  there  will  be  still  more  need 
for  men  of  sturdy  christian  character.  Men  of  high  ideals  and 
men  who  have  been  so  trained  as  to  follow  correct  principles 
will  always  be  in  demand.  Your  influence  will  be  not  in  the 
noise  you  make  but  in  what  you  do,  the  stand  you  take  on  pub- 
lic and  private  questions.  You  should  ever  stand  for  honesty 
in  public  and  private  life.  All  selfish  interests  should  be  placed 
aside. 

The  state  of  Illinois  many  years  ago,  like  many  other 
states,  entered  many  avenues  of  business  and  issued  bonds  to 
carry  on  such  enterprises.  They  proved  failures,  the  state  was 
insolvent,  agitators  sprung  up.  Politicians  heeding  them  de- 
sired the  state  to  repudiate  its  bond  issues.  A  convention  was 
called  to  adopt  a  new  constitution  for  the  state.  The  question 
of  repudiating  its  debts  and  bond  issues  was  the  great  question 
of  the  convention.  It  was  the  popular  thing  for  the  politicians 
of  the  convention  to  do.  Stephen  A.  Douglas  was  a  member  of 
the  convention,  but  was  at  the  time  on  his  death  bed,  and  re- 
ceived instruction  from  a  priest  as  to  'the  Catholic  faith,  and  had 
recently  become  a  member  of  the  church.  He  was  informed  by 
his  friends  in  the  convention  that  the  clause  repudiating  the 
debts  would  pass.  He  asked  to  be  brought  to  the  convention 
hall,  and  from  a  cot  made  an  impassioned  appeal  to  the  delegates 
not  to  disgrace  the  state  of  Illinois,  that  the  state  might  be  poor 
but  it  should  be  honest,  that  to  repudiate  these  debts  would  vio- 
late the  commandments  of  God,  and  to  this  he  could  never 
agree.  He  told  them  if  they  proceeded  honestly,  by  some  means 
and  at  some  time  a  way  would  be  found  to  pay  all  even  though 
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at  the  time  conditions  seemed  dark  and  desperate.  His  appeal 
saved  the  day,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  history  that  the  conduct  of 
the  state  in  resolving  to  pay  everything  inspired  the  world  with 
confidence  in  Illinois.  Soon  capital  poured  into  the  state,  rail- 
roads were  built,  industries  and  manufactories  were  estab- 
lished and  the  state  became  rich  and  prosperous,  and  it  was  an 
easy  matter  for  it  to  meet  its  obligations.  This  effort  ended  the 
life  of  Douglas,  but  it  saved  Illinois  and  no  doubt  his  being 
taught  the  force  of  the  Ten  Commandments  and  the  Sacraments 
of  the  Church  on  this  same  bed  of  death  animated  him  to  take 
his  final  stand,  and  let  the  memory  of  your  teaching  here  and  the 
ideals  held  up  as  the  only  true  mode  of  conduct  guide  you  in 
both  public  and  private  life  no  matter  where  you  may  be,  and 
your  influence  will  be  powerful  for  good  and  you  will  render 
Mother  Church  incomparable  service. 

And  to  you  who  pass  from  here  to  the  seminary  to  make 
further  study  for  the  priesthood,  what  shall  I  say  ?  You  have 
chosen  the  better  part.  Ambition^  wealth,  worldly  honor, 
all  are  vanity  of  vanities.  To  labor  worthily  in  the  vineyard 
of  the  Lord  is  the  highest  of  callings.  The  Savior  went 
about  doing  good,  healing  the  sick,  comforting  the  afflicted. 
He  threw  aside  all  worldly  powers.  You  are  to  become 
His  ambassadors.  The  influence  of  a  good  priest  is  with- 
out limit,  words  cannot  describe  it,  no  other  vocation  or 
calling  compares  with  it.  If  you  have  the  spirit  of  God  within 
you,  that  makes  sacrifice  holy  and  His  service  pleasant,  and  this 
carried  through  the  seminary  and  through  life  surely  makes 
a  good  Priest,  and  the  one  who  reflects  this  need  not  fear.  All 
I  have  to  say  is  to  persevere  and  the  greater  glory  will  be  yours 
and  your  life  will  be  crowned  with  joy. 

I  have  been  pleased  to  see  the  growth  of  this  college  in 
the  last  few  years,  thanks  to  the  leadership  of  our  good  Arch- 
bishop and  his  able  assistants,  the  faculty.  Your  vision  has 
been  correct.    You  find  the  lay  men  with  you.    Everyday  they 
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will  become  more  strongly  inspired  with  your  vision,  and  I  do 
not  hesitate  to  prophesy  that  from  now  on  all  financial  needs 
will  be  met  with  a  willing  response  and  we  can  all  proudly  say 
that  in  equipment,  faculty  and  finance,  under  the  splendid 
leadership  of  His  Grace,  Dubuque  College  will  be  the  strongest 
in  the  middle  West.

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AERIAL  TRAVEL. 

Aviation  during  the  war  received  such  an  amazing  stimu- 
lus that  the  development  of  a  single  year  was  equal  to  a  decade 
under  peace-time  conditions.  By  means  of  the  national  aero 
exhibition  held  in  New  York  the  public  is  being  educated  to 
the  possibilities  of  Commercial  aeronantics. 

The  Trans-Atlantic  flight  is  much  spoken  of  in  the  news- 
papers. No  contest  has  probably  before  ever  caused  so  general 
an  international  rivalry.  Six  nations  are  striving  to  be  the  first 
to  have  the  honor  of  accomplishing  the  severe  and  hazardous 
task.  Our  dependence  on  this  victory  is  due  to  our  great  Navy 
flying  boats  with  wing  spread  of  125  feet  and  speed  of  100  miles 
an  hour.  Our  most  formidable  competitor  in  this  contest  is 
Great  Britain  with  the  big  Handley  Page  machines. 

Two  plans  have  been  formed  for  crossing  the  Atlantic. 
Some  would  employ  a  land  machine,  others  would  prefer  the 
flying  boat.  Volunteers  there  are  who  would  venture  out  in 
light  high  speed  craft.     The  flying  boat  has  multiple  engines, 
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can  be  kept  aloft  as  long  as  any  of  its  motors  are  running,  and 
if  forced  down  can  either  rise  again  or  make  progress  as  a 
motor-boat. 

The  pilot  who  successfully  crosses  the  Atlantic  in  an  air- 
boat  will  receive  prizes,  amounting  to  $125,000.  The  flight  is 
to  be  made  from  west  to  east,  from  St.  John's  Newfoundland 
either  to  the  Irish  Coast,  1834  miles,  or  to  the  Azores  and  thence 
on  to  Lisbon.  Germany,  Italy,  France  and  Sweden  are  also 
interested  in  this  great  problem  of  crossing  the  Atlantic  in  the 
air. 

The  commercial  airplane  is  suited  to  conditions  entirely 
different  from  those  of  the  fighting  machine.  It  is  designed  by 
the  government  to  carry  three  or  more  men,  while  the  freight 
capacity  is  from  1500  to  5000  pounds.  This  machine  is  bi- 
motored  to  assure  the  continuance  of  the  flight  in  spite  of  engine 
trouble.  The  speed  ranges  from  90  to  1 120  miles  an  hour,  and 
the  landing  can  be  made  as  slow  as  30  miles  an  hour,  increasing 
the  safety. 

In  the  commercial  craft  the  seats  of  the  pilots  and  passen- 
gers are  enclosed  and  afford  the  comfort  and  protection  of  a 
limousine  body. 

The  near  future  will  see  wireless  telephone  equipment  in- 
stalled, by  means  of  which  the  air  traveler  can  keep  in  instant 
communication  with  the  earth.  Many  have  a  wrong  concep- 
tion of  the  dangers  of  air  travel.  Great  safety  in  flying  has  been 
reached.  Statistics  show  that  there  was  in  the  war  but  one 
death  through  accident  for  every  3200  hours  spent  in  the  air, 
or  for  every  240,000  miles  flown.  The  motorist  who  travels 
much  probably  faces  as  great  a  danger. 

The  mails  are  a  concentrated  form  of  freight,  and  their 
transmission  is  of  such  vital  importance  that  the  airplane  is 
especially  fitted  for  the  task.  For  ten  months  air  mail  service 
between  New  York  and  Washington  has  been  in  constant  un- 
interruped  operation.    The  time  saving  is  enormous.    A  letter 
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mailed  at  Washington  at  10 150  A.  M.  is  delivered  in  New  York 
by  4  P.  M.  This  aeroplane  mail  service  will  probably  soon  be 
extended  across  the  continent  and  even  to  Alaska,  where  it  is 
needed  badly.  In  Europe  more  than  30  regular  mail  aeroplane 
routes  are  being  operated  successfully. 

New  uses  are  being  discovered  daily  for  flying  craft.  New 
York  has  an  aviation  squad  in  its  police  force,  as  has  also  New 
Venice,  California.  The  Government  plans  to  use  the  airplanes 
as  life  savers,  coast  patrols/scouts,  and  for  fire  protection  in  its 
great  forest  preserves.  An  airplane  at  the  rate  of  100  miles  an 
hour  could  bring  speedy  relief  to  many  otherwise  hopeless 
wrecks. 

For  those  who  have  a  mania  for  speed,  the  airplane  offers 
a  special  attraction.  Doubtless,  we  shall  soon  hear  of  inter- 
national and  national  air  races.  Besides  those  sportsmen  who 
wish  speed  and  excitement,  there  are  many  who  wish  to  take 
pleasure  flights.  These  pleasure  flights  proved  themselves 
popular  at  Florida  resorts  last  year. 

Manifestly,  the  air-plane  as  a  means  of  travel  is  coming 
to  the  front.  This  is  an  age  of  progress  and  invention.  Along 
these  lines  the  United  States  has  never  been  backward.  Should 
not  our  national  pride  inspire  us  with  the  worthy  ambition  of 
becoming  the  first  air-power  in  the  world?  We  are  now  be- 
ginning to  realize  that  the  air  equipment  of  a  country,  military 
and  commercial,  will  be  its  greatest  individual  asset.  The  next 
war  if  it  is  not  prevented  by  the  League  of  Nations,  will  be 
fought  and  won  in  the  air. 

We  must  have  a  great  Aerial  Coast  Patrol  System  extend- 
ing from  north  to  south  along  our  Atlantic  and  Pacific  sea- 
boards.   We  must  not  neglect  our  air  fleet.

MILITARY

The  military  department  of  the  College  continued  its  work 
unceasingly  up  to  the  last  week  of  school.  During  the  past  year 
its  work  has  been  marked  with  notable  success,  due  to  the  efforts 
of  Lieut.  F.  W.  Dawson,  commandant,  and  his  three  assistants. 
Two  of  the  commandant's  assistants,  Sergeant  Baberman  and 
Corporal  Cross,  have  received  orders  to  report  to  Camp  Fun- 
ston,  Kansas,  where  they  had  been  stationed  before  being  sent 
to  Dubuque.  The  third  assistant,  Sergeant  Ruark,  will  remain 
at  the  college. 

During  the  last  week  of  school  military  work  was  sus- 
pended, and  the  cadets  were  given  an  opportunity  to  use  all  the 
time  possible  for  their  studies  in  preparation  for  their  sem- 
estrial  examinations.  Examinations,  both  oral  and  written, 
were  given  in  military  science  and  tactics. 

During  the  few  last  weeks  of  school  a  new  field  of  military 
instruction  was  opened  to  the  cadets  in  the  form  of  target  and 
gallery  practice.  Each  company  had  its  turn  at  firing,  and  not 
a  few  of  the  cadets  proved  themselves  to  be  sharpshooters  and 
expert  riflemen.  When  each  company  had  had  its  turn  at  firing, 
competitive  shooting  was  held  between  the  companies  obtain- 
ing the  highest  averages.  This  proved  to  be  of  great  interest 
to  all  and  created  an  intense  rivalry  between  the  different  com- 
panies. 
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The  last  public  appearance  and  demonstration  of  the  cadets 
was  on  the  afternoon  of  Decoration  Day,  May  30,  when  the 
boys,  headed  by  the  College  Military  Band,  led  the  parade 
which  marched  through  the  main  thoroughfares  of  the  city. 
The  parade  was  disbanded  at  Washington  Park,  where  an  open 
air  meeting  was  held  in  honor  of  our  soldier  dead.  Following 
the  meeting  the  cadets  were  reassembled  and  marched  back  to 
the  College. 

All  articles  of  clothing  and  equipment  which  had  been  is- 
sued to  the  cadets  during  the  year  were  turned  in  to  the  supply 
office  on  the  morning  of  May  31.  These  issiued  articles  con- 
sisted of  overcoats,  blouses,  breeches,  shirts,  hats,  hat-cords, 
leggings,  ammunition  belts  and  rifles. 

The  Summer  camp  for  cadets  of  the  R.  O.  T.  C,  of  which 
mention  was  made  in  this  department  sometime  ago,  will  be 
conducted  from  June  21  to  Aug.  2.  The  men  from  Dubuque 
will  report  at  Camp  Funston,  Kans.  There  will  be  many  other 
colleges  represented  at  this  camp,  each  being  allowed  to  send  a 
definite  quoto  of  men.  The  government  will  pay  all  transporta- 
tion to  and  from  the  camp  and  will  provide  food,  clothing, 
shelter,  and  equipment.  By  attending  this  camp  the  cadet 
places  himself  under  no  obligation  to  the  Government  whatso- 
ever. The  College  requires  as  well  as  the  Government,  that 
each  cadet  who  attends  the  camp  have  the  permission  of  his 
parents  or  guardians.  The  course  of  training  at  the  camp  will 
no  doubt  be  similiar  to  that  received  during  the  year,  only  more 
intensive,  as  the  time  will  be  devoted  wholly  to  military  matters. 
The  more  practical  work  of  military  instruction  will  receive 
greater  consideration  than  close  order  drills.  The  camp,  which 
will  last  for  six  weeks,  promises  to  be  interesting,  healthful, 
and  in  every  way  beneficial  to  every  cadet  that  takes  the  course.

The  Oratorical  contest  which  is  held  every  year  in  the  Col- 
lege department  took  place  Thursday  evening,  May  29,  in  the 
Oratorical  auditorium.     Several  of  the  men  who  excell  in 

Contest.  expression  did  not  enter  the  contest  because 

they  had  to  make  up  time  lost  during  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  regime. 

Each  speaker  treated  his  subject  in  a  thoughtful,  energetic 
manner,  and  the  contest  made  a  fine  impression  on  the  audience. 
Although  the  number  of  contestants  was  small,  the  quality  of 
their  work  compensated  for  lack  of  quantity.  First  place  was 
won  by  Gerald  E.  McGinnity  who  delivered  a  thrilling  eulogy 
on  the  patriot  of  Belgium,  Cardinal  Mercier.  William  Conway 
took  second  place,  his  subject  being  American  Leadership. 
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Third  place  was  merited  by  Joseph  H.  Kueter,  who  spoke  on 
The  Coming  Scourge,  in  which  he  outlined  the  evils  of  Bol- 
shevism and  their  remedy. 

Among  the  most  thoughtful  and  interesting  discourses  to 
which  we  have  listened  in  many  a  day  were  the  lectures  given  at 
the  College  on  the  evenings  of  May  21-22,  by 
Godfrey)  Raupert.  Godfrey  Raupert,  a  distinguished  English  con- 
vert to  the  Church.  His  theme  was  Spiritism,  and  he  handled 
it  in  a  manner  worthy  of  one  of  the  greatest  living  authorities 
on  this  subject.  Mr.  Raupert  has  written  several  works  on 
Spiritism,  their  tendency  being  to  discredit  the  views  of  such 
writers  on  the  spirit  world  as  Sir  Conan  Doyle  and  Sir  Oliver 
Lodge. 

The  existence  of  spiritistic  phenomena  has  been  estab- 
lished beyond  the  possibility  of  reasonable  doubt.  Granted  the 
possibility  of  "fake"  seances  and  "fake"  manifestations,  the 
number  of  instances  where  spirits  have  actually  communicated 
with  the  living  is  so  great  and  so  indisputably  proved  that  no 
one  with  even  a  mediocre  knowledge  of  the  subject  will  any 
longer  deny  their  reality.  The  findings  of  science  in  this  matter 
are  conclusive.  The  explanation  of  the  phenomena  is  the 
present  crux.  Not  a  case  is  on  record  where  the  identity  of  the 
communicating  intelligence  with  a  departed  soul  has  been  estab- 
lished. On  the  contrary,  many  cases  are  proved  where  such  in- 
telligences have  given  contradictory  evidence.  When  we  re- 
view the  physical,  moral,  and  religious  evils — insanity  moral 
perversion,  and  loss  of  faith  in  God  ond  Jesus  Christ — which 
afflict  those  who  indulge  in  communication  with  the  spirits,  and 
when  we  consider  how  repulsive  to  right  reason  and  common 
sense  it  is  that  God  should  give  us  his  revelation  through  such 
dark  and  devious  ways  as  those  of  the  spiritistic  medium,  we 
are  led  to  the  conclusion  that  most  of  the  intelligences  who  com- 
municate the  supposed  secrets  of  the  other  world  are  minions 
of  the  Prince  of  Darkness. 
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On  Sunday,  May  25,  Archbishop  Keane  confirmed  a  class 
of  students  in  the  College  Chapel.  After  a  number  of  searching 
questions  to  test  the  knowledge  of  the  boys  to 
Confirmation.  be  conf[rmt^  fas  Qrace  dwelt  with  much  earn- 
estness on  the  meaning  of  the  Sacrament,  the  equipment  of 
mind  and  soul  that  each  should  bring  to  its  reception,  and  its 
effects  on  those  who  receive  it  with  a  sincere  desire  for  the  gifts 
and  fruits  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  He  especially  emphasized  the 
spiritual  mark  of  soldier  of  Christ,  which  Confirmation  im- 
prints upon  the  soul.  The  soldier,  he  urged,  should  know  his 
duty  and  be  ready  to  fulfill  it  at  any  sacrifice,  even  that  of 
life  itself.  What  we  admired  most  of  all  in  our  soldier  boys 
during  the  world  war  was  their  disinterestedness.  They  left 
behind  them  lucrative  positions,  home  and  dear  ones,  and  ac- 
cepted the  trials  and  hardships  of  war,  not  for  any  personal 
gain  that  might  come  to  them,  but  rather  to  vindicate  a  right- 
eous cause.  The  Archbishop  exhorted  all  to  cultivate  the  spirit- 
ual sense  by  companionship  with  good  doctrinal  books  which 
give  to  the  mind  breadth  and  depth  of  grasp,  even  apart  from 
the  distinctively  religious  character  that  they  promote.  There 
is  a  vast  and  very  important  field  for  the  layman  who  under- 
stands the  things  of  faith  and  is  zealous  for  the  truth.  Con- 
cluding, his  Grace  asked  all  who  had  already  been  confirmed 
to  join  with  those  who  were  about  to  receive  the  Sacrament  in 
beseeching  the  Holy  Spirit  for  a  new  outpouring  of  His  gifts. 

The:    Spokesman    extends    sincerest    sympathy    to    the 
parents  and  relatives  of  Leo  Edward  Stanton,  who  died  Sun- 
day, May  4,  in  the  College  Infirmary.     Leo 
sympa   y.  wag  a  stucjent  [n  tne  second  Academic,  in  his 

first  year  at  the  College.  His  death  was  the  result,  indirectly, 
of  injuries  received  in  a  baseball  game,  May  2,  and  his  funeral 
was  held  Wednesday,  May  7,  from  the  Cathedral  of  Sioux  City. 
Leo  leaves  behind  him  many  mourners  among  both  faculty  and 
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students,  by  whom  he  was  greatly  beloved.  His  bereaved  ones 
may  be  consoled  by  the  fact  that  he  had  so  lived  as  to  merit  the 
great  Reward. 


To  our  fellow  student,  Harry  Arnold,  we  offer  our  sympa- 
thy on  the  death  of  his  good  mother,  who  died  recently  at  Car- 
roll, Iowa,  after  months  of  pain  borne  with  cheerfulness  and 
beautiful  resignation  to  the  will  of  her  Creator.

Dr.  Frank  Mahoney  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  an  alumnus  and  an 
enthusiastic  booster  for  the  College,  closed  the  program  with  a 
forceful  little  talk.

The  great  day's  program  opened  with  the  celebration  of 
solemn  high  Mass  in  the  college  chapel.  Father  J.  C.  Ctuart, 
president,  was  celebrant ;  Father  J.  B.  Herbers,  deacon,  Father 
N.  F.  Steflen,  sub-deacon,  and  Father  A.  S.  Peikert,  master  of 
ceremonies.  The  baccalaureate  sermon  was  delivered  by  the 
Right  Reverend  Edmund  Heelan,  auxiliary  bishop  of  Sioux 
City.  During  his  most  eloquent  discourse,  which  was  addressed 
for  the  most  part  to  the  graduating  class,  he  dwelt  upon  the  in- 
stitution of  the  Blessed  Sacrament,  its  place  in  the  Church,  and 
especially  upon  the  influence  it  should  exert  upon  the  individual, 
particularly  the  graduate  of  a  great  Catholic  institution. 

His  sermon  throughout  was  filled  with  Catholic  principles 
and  contained  much  valuable  advice,  appreciable  not  only  by 
the  graduates  themselves,  but  by  the  whole  student  body. 
Bishop  Heelan,  whose  recent  elevation  to  the  auxiliary  bishopric 
of  Sioux  City  was  an  event  of  much  interest  to  Dubuquers,  is 
well  known  in  this  city.  He  is  in  fact  a  Dubuque  man,  having 
some  years  ago  been  pastor  of  St.  Raphael's  cathedral  here. 

The  rest  of  the  day  was  given  over  to  the  Thirteen  Hours 
Adoration.  It  has  been  the  custom  at  the  college  to  devote  the 
last  Sunday  of  the  scholastic  year  to  this  beautiful  service,  and 
certainly  no  more  fitting  exercise  could  be  found  with  which  to 
bring  to  a  close  a  successful,  happy  year.  The  various  classes 
remained  in  the  chapel  during  the  different  hours. 

The  devotion  was  completed  by  a  procession  of  the  Blessed 
Sacrament,  followed  by  Solemn  Benediction.  Following  is  the 
personnel  of  the  procession:

The  procession  passed  through  the  chapel,  and  out  into 
beautifully  decorated  halls  proceeding  throughout  the  two  main 
halls  of  St.  Joseph  hall,  and  returning  to  the  chapel. 

The  evening  sermon,  which  preceded  the  Procession  of 
the  Blessed  Sacrament,  was  preached  by  the  Right  Rev.  J.  J. 
Lawler  of  Lead,  S.  D.  Although  his  subject  was  almost  the 
same  as  that  of  Bishop  Heelan,  he  treated  it  in  a  somewhat 
different  light,  and  brought  out  some  wonderfully  instructive 
facts  incident  to  the  lessons  contained  in  the  history  of  its  in- 
stitution, administration,  etc.  His  treatment  of  it  as  a  real 
factor  in  the  life  of  the  individual  was  especially  beautiful. 

The  day  closed  with  solemn  Benediction  of  the  Blessed 
Sacrament,  a  day  filled  with  beauty  and  loveliness  and  blessings 
for  all. 


"Should  auld  acquaintance  be  forgot  ?"  Evidently  Du- 
buque College  Alumni  do  not  think  so,  for  the  annual  reunion, 
which  was  held  this  year  on  May  20  and  21,  was  by  everyone 
pronounced  an  unqualified  success.  In  spite  of  cool  weather 
and  the  threatening  clouds  which  covered  the  sky  at  intervals 
throughout  the  day,  the  number  of  Alumni  in  attendance  was 
greater  than  ever  before,  and,  as  one  of  the  local  papers  put  it, 
the  home-coming  was  "the  banner  attraction  of  its  kind  ever 
held  at  the  College."  The  occasion  was  rendered  especially  sig- 
nificant this  year  by  the  consecration  of  an  alumnus,  the  Rev.  T. 
W.  Drumm  of  Cedar  Rapids,  as  Bishop  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa. 


On  Thursday  morning,  the  home-coming  was  opened  with 
solemn  requiem  Mass  for  the  deceased  alumni,  which  was  cele- 
brated at  10  o'clock  by  Rev.  George  W.  Haxmeier,  of  Lansing, 
Iowa. 

Immediately  after  Mass  the  alumni  repaired  to  St.  Francis 
Hall,  where  luncheon  was  served  to  a  goodly  number.  Many, 
however,  did  not  arrive  till  evening,  and  so  had  time  only  to 
attend  the  alumni  banquet  and  the  consecration  ceremonies  on 
the  following  morning. 
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In  the  afternoon  the  alumni  baseball  team,  under  the 
leadership  of  Father  StefTen  and  "Abe"  Martin,  attempted  to 
show  the  College  squad  how  it  was  done  in  the  "good  old  days." 
The  alumni  were  former  stars  but  lacked  practice.  The  game, 
however,  was  fast  and  exciting.  The  winners  were  in  doubt 
till  the  last  alumnus  was  out  in  the  ninth  inning.  When  the 
dust  cleared  away,  the  College  team  was  leading  by  a  score  of 
3  to  2.  Rev.  E.  J.  Bendlage,  formerly  athletic  director  at  the 
College,  by  virtue  of  his  office  as  umpire,  had  the  last  word  in  all 
discussions. 

At  five  o'clock  a  business  meeting  was  held  at  Loras  Hall. 

Immediately  after  the  business  meeting,  the  alumni  re- 
convened in  St.  Francis  Hall,  where  dinner  was  served  amid  an 
atmosphere  of  good-  fellowship.  The  company  was  a  represen- 
tative assembly,  being  made  up  of  bishops,  priests,  ex-soldiers, 
business  men  and  the  class  of  19 19.  Under  the  direction  of 
Father  Dress  the  College  orchestra  rendered  a  program  of 
popular  selections.  Rev.  Thomas  Conry,  vice-president  of  the 
College,  presided  as  toastmaster,  and  a  number  of  informal 
talks  were  given. 

After  a  brief,  sincere  address  of  welcome  by  Rev.  John 
Stuart,  president  of  the  College,  the  toastmaster  introduced 
Stephen  C.  Condon,  a  graduate  of  '13,  who  is  at  present  a  mem- 
ber of  the  base  hospital  at  Camp  Dodge,  where  he  is  recovering 
from  a  shrapnel  wound  received  during  his  service  with  the 
Marines  in  France.  Mr.  Condon  talked  on  "Overseas  Exper- 
iences." Next,  Archbishop  Keane  delivered  a  talk  which  made 
the  greatest  impression  of  the  evening — an  urgent  appeal  for 
the  development  of  higher  Christian  education.  Father  Conry 
then  called  upon  Bishop  D.  M.  Gorman  of  Boise  City,  who 
after  briefly  sounding  the  praises  of  his  own  Idaho,  seconded 
the  words  of  the  Archbishop  and  urged  upon  all  the  necessity 
of  supporting  college  education.    The  final  speaker  was  Bishop- 
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elect  Drumm,  who  predicted  for  Des  Moines  diocese  a  college 
similiar  to  our. 

Following  the  banquet,  the  alumni  and  students  assembled 
in  the  College  auditorium,  where  an  interesting  and  instructive 
lecture  on  "Psychical  Research  and  Spiritism"  was  given  by 
Godfrey  Raupert,  K.  S.  N.,  of  England,  who  is  touring  Amer- 
ica in  the  interest  of  Catholic  truth.  The  lecture  was  continued 
on  Wednesday  evening. 

The  feature  event  of  the  19 19  home-coming  was  the  con- 
secration of  Rev.  T.  W.  Drumm,  who  was  elevated  to  the 
episcopate  on  Wednesday  morning,  May  21.  His  consecration, 
which  took  place  in  St.  Raphael's  Cathedral,  marks  the  fourth 
graduate  of  Dubuque  College  to  be  endowed  with  the  cr,osier 
and  ring. 

Most  Rev.  James  J.  Keane,  Archbishop  of  Dubuque,  acted 
as  consecrator.  Bishop  James  Davis  of  Davenport,  Iowa,  and 
Bishop  Heelan  of  Sioux  City  were  assistant  consecrators. 
Many  distinguished  prelates  were  present  from  all  parts  of  the 
United  States. 

A  special  train  had  been  chartered  from  Cedar  Rapids,  and 
more  than  four  hundred  people  were  in  attendance  from  the 
Bishop-elect's  home  city.  A  few  minutes  after  the  doors  of  the 
Cathedral  were  opened,  the  seating  capacity  of  the  edifice  was 
taxed  and  many  were  turned  away  for  lack  of  room. 

Two  companies  of  cadets  from  the  College  marched  to  the 
Cathedral  and  made  a  passage  way  for  the  procession  from  the 
rectory  to  that  edifice.  Hundreds  of  surpliced  priests  together 
with  the  Vested  Choir  were  followed  by  the  dignitaries  of  the 
Church,  while  the  Cadets  stood  at  attention.  Fourth  Degree 
Knights  of  Columbus  acted  as  ushers. 

The  ceremony  of  consecration  took  place  during  the 
Solemn  Pontifical  Mass,  Archbishop  James  J.  Keane  officiating.

Rev.  John  Stuart,  President  of  the  College,  preached  on 
the  divinely  constituted  episcopacy.  The  Dubuque  College 
Vested  Choir  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Alphonsus  Dress, 
rendered  the  music  for  the  occasion.  The  Rev.  James  Kearn  of 
St.  Paul  and  Edward  Crosby  of  Cedar  Rapids,  two  former 
soloists  of  the  organization,  were  present  and  ably  assisted  the 
choir. 

In  the  life  of  Bishop  Drumm  there  is  inspiration  for  all, 
especially  for  young  men.  Born  in  the  heart  of  Ireland,  he 
emigrated  to  America  in  his  early  youth.  Entering  the  College 
at  the  age  of  twenty -two,  he  took  his  degree  in  1898.  After 
completing  the  thelogical  course  at  the  Grand  Seminary,  Mon- 
treal, he  was  assigned  as  an  assistant,  but  was  soon  sent  to  the 
Catholic  University.  Called  as  a  missionary  for  the  arch- 
diocese of  Dubuque  before  the  completion  of  his  course,  he 
carried  on  this  work  for  twelve  years.  On  the  retirement  of 
Rev.  E.  J.  Dougherty,  he  was  named  as  superior  of  the  Du- 
buque missionary  band,  which  position  he  ably  filled  until  his 
appointment  as  pastor  of  St.  Patrick's  Church  at  Cedar  Rapids 
in  1915. 
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A  man  of  high  ideals  and  an  energetic,  patient  worker,  the 
alumni,  faculty,  and  students  rejoice  at  the  merited  recognition 
awarded  to  Bishop  Drumm.  He  carries  the  hearts  of  all  with 
him  to  his  new  field  of  labor,  and  all  unite  in  wishing  him  suc- 
cess and  happiness. 

After  the  consecration  ceremony  at  the  Cathedral,  Bishop 
Drumm  was  the  guest  of  honor  at  a  dinner  given  in  the  Hotel 
Julien.  The  visiting  clergymen  and  relatives  of  the  new  Bishop 
were  present.  Most  Rev.  James  J.  Keane  acted  as  toastmester. 
The  Archbishop,  after  a  short  address  of  congratulation  to  the 
newly  consecrated  Bishop,  introduced  Father  J.  T.  Noonan,  of 
Des  Moines,  who  in  an  admirable  little  speech  welcomed  Bishop 
Drumm  to  the  capital  city.  Next,  Dean  Toomey,  in  a  few 
graceful  words,  spoke  for  the  priests  of  the  Dubuque  arch- 
diocese. The  brief  program  of  speeches  was  closed  by 
Bishop  Drumm,  who  in  a  short,  kindly  talk,  expressed  his 
gratitude  to  God  and  to  his  friends  of  the  clergy  and  laity  for 
the  honor  shown  him  on  that  memorable  day. 

The  installation  took  place  next  morning  at  St.  Ambrose 
Cathedral,  Des  Moines.  Archbishop  Dowling  of  St.  Paul  of- 
ficiated and  preached  the  sermon.  Following  the  installation, 
Bishop  Drumm  celebrated  his  first  Pontifical  Mass.  Many 
bishops  and  priests  were  in  attendance  from  Iowa  and  other 
states. 

Dean  Toomey's  address  in  behalf  of  the  priests  of  the 
Dubuque  archdiocese  was  as  follows : 

Most  Reverend  and  Reverend  Fathers: 

As  the  order  of  the  day  fortunately  like  the  alleged  Soul  of 
Wit  spells  brevity,  may  not  the  assumption  be  indulged  that 
time  is  not  the  sole  criterion  by  which  to  gauge  the  measure  of 
esteem  in  which  the  subject  assigned  me — The  Priests  of  the 
Archdiocese  of  Dubuque — is  held? 
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Men  trained  to  balance  facts  and  measure  words  have  on 
divers  occasions  and  unsolicitedly  pronounced  the  priests  of  the 
Archdiocese  of  Dubuque  to  be  one  of  the  priestliest  bodies  of 
priests  in  the  United  States.  Nor  will  their  record  say  differ- 
ently, nor  minimize  the  studied  verdict  of  clerics  and  laymen 
prominent  in  American  life;  for  from  the  days  of  the  saintly 
and  cultured  Mazzuchelli  to  our  own  days,  they  ambitioned  the 
possession  of  the  loftiest  sacerdotal  ideals,  and  successfully 
concreted  them  in  their  lives  and  in  the  lives  of  others.  Besides 
a  rugged  manhood,  physically,  morally,  and  intellectually  in- 
tact, from  beyond  the  Atlantic  wave,  our  pioneer  priests 
brought  with  them  the  missionary  spirit  and  artistic  tempera- 
ment racial  of  that  land  whose  faith  and  piety  won  for  it  the 
proud  title  of  "Eldest  Daughter  of  the  Church";  brought  with 
them  that  wonderful  adaptitude  to  build  solidly,  organize  close- 
ly, colonize  wisely,  and  steadfastly  follow  the  beckonings  of 
duty  characteristic  of  that  great  people  to  whom  Boniface 
brought  the  light  of  Faith ;  brought  with  them  the  best  tradi- 
tions of  the  land  cultivated  by  the  Brothers  SS.  Cyrillus  and 
Methodius  and  watered  by  the  kingly  blood  of  a  "Wenceslaus"  ; 
brought  with  them  that  undimmed  faith  and  undying  hope, 
mayhap  the  sole  possession  of  that  dear  old  land  which  still 
mourns  the  rape  of  Dark  Rosaleen,  and  gallantly  strives  against 
pitiless  force  and  hypocrisy  to  dry  the  tears  of  the  nations' 
Niobe,  and  to  console  the  modern  Rac'hael  because  of  that  jus- 
tice that  is  not. 

These  are  some  of  the  characteristics  that  builded  deep 
and  broad  the  foundations  of  a  now  great  diocese ;  the  treasured 
possessions  of  the  men  who,  with  a  singleness  of  purpose  evan- 
gelical, and  with  an  abandon  all  but  apostolic,  marked  the  cross 
roads  of  our  great  commonwealth  with  the  cross,  erected  and 
endowed  schools,  academies,  and  colleges  into  which  Christ 
and  His  Blessed  Mother  may  a  generous  and  welcome  entrance 
find ;  initiated  and  fostered  those  blessed  institutions  of  religion 
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which  offer  a  Christian  asylum  to  abandoned  and  orphaned 
youth,  and  a  service  generous  and  intelligent  to  minds  and 
bodies  diseased  as  well  as  to  souls. 

Bishop  Drumm,  in  such  surroundings  and  in  such  a  school, 
redolent  of  the  perfume  of  their  priestly  virtues,  labors,  and 
sacrifices,  God  placed  you  to  prepare  you  for  the  high  and  holy 
office  that  today,  at  the  hands  of  our  revered  and  illustrious 
metropolitan,  is  entrusted  to  your  sacred  keeping.  These  men 
in  their  worthy  successors  have  privileged  me  to  express  to  you 
their  joy  that  the  worth  of  our  popular  missionary,  hardwork- 
ing and  zealous  pastor,  whose  footsteps  in  his  journeying 
among  them  were  lighted  by  the  lamp  of  humility,  and  upon 
whose  eloquent  lips  St.  Paul's  favorite  virtue  had  set  its  seal, 
has  won  signal  recognition  from  his  ecclesiastical  superiors; 
to  congratulate  you  that  you  are  the  second  from  the  ranks  in 
twelve  months  whose  brow  Rome  has  decorated  with  the  mitre, 
and  whose  soul  the  Holy  Ghost  has  enriched  with  his  charis- 
mata; and  with  no  small  meed  of  pleasure  to  note  in  passing 
that  in  a  world's  atmosphere  charged  and  surcharged  with  the 
claims  of  self-determination  and  home  rule,  that,  you  are  the 
second  Iowa  priest  within  three  months  into  whose  hands  the 
Blessed  Peter  has  placed  the  Shepherd's  Crook  to  shepherdize 
an  Iowa  flock  in  an  Iowa  fold. 

Nor  in  your  new  home  will  you  lack  evidences  of  the  worth 
of  Dubuque  priests,  for  as  Patrick  in  your  cradleland,  the  land 
where  your  father's  bones  are  laid,  found  living  the  evidences 
of  the  work  of  Palladius,  so  in  southwestern  Iowa  you  will 
find  the  memory  of  the  labors  of  the  pioneer  Dubuque  priests 
sent  by  a  Loras,  a  Smith,  and  a  Hennessy,  green  as  the  turf 
above  their  uncharted  graves;  and  as  the  messenger  of  the 
second  Spring  of  the  hierarchy  in  Albion  found  indestructible 
the  evidences  that  proclaim  the  wisdom,  piety,  and  labors  of 
Augustine,  so  in  Des  Moines  you  will  find  your  episcopal  path- 
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way  well  marked  out,  and  clearly  defined;  a  loyal  clergy,  de- 
voted religious,  a  generous  laity  diocesan  traditions,  institutions 
and  aspirations  that  will  be  for  you  a  beacon  light  whose  steady 
genial  glow  will  lure  you  safely  on  God's  way  and  for  genera- 
tions yet  unborn  a  voice  eloquent  of  the  faith,  humility,  patience, 
and  apostolic  courage  of  Des  Moines's  Augustine. 

And  so  now  your  brothers  of  yesterday  and  your  friends 
of  aye,  ask  you  to  accept  this  little  expression  of  their  gratitude 
to  Rome  and  of  their  esteem  for  you.  It  is  held  together  by  the 
strings  of  that  priestly  Esprit-de-corps  so  characteristic  of  the 
priests  of  Catholic  Dubuque,  and  it  enfolds  their  prayers,  best 
wishes,  and  fondest  hopes  that  your  episcopate  may  be  success- 
ful and  illustrious :    Ad  annos  multos  et  felicissimos.

On  Sunday,  June  i,  J.  Fred  Kriebs  and  James  Kearn  were 
ordained  in  the  chapel  of  St.  Paul  Seminary,  St.  Paul,  by  Arch- 
bishop Austin  Dowling.  Father  Kriebs  celebrated  his  First 
Solemn  Mass  on  June  12,  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Dubuque. 
Father  Kearn  on  June  15,  in  old  St.  Mary's,  Chicago. 

On  May  29,  Leo  M.  Gerken,  Francis  A.  Mullin,  and  Louis 
J.  Savage  were  ordained  by  Cardinal  Gibbons,  in  the  Cathedral 
of  the  Assumption,  Baltimore.  Father  Gerken  celebrated  his 
first  solemn  Mass  on  June  3,  at  St.  Francis  Church,  Dyers- 
ville;  Father  Mullin,  on  June  5,  in  St.  Anthony's,  Dubuque; 
and  Father  Savage  on  June  4,  at  St.  Mary's  Church,  Platteville, 
Wisconsin. 

James  C.  Dolan  was  ordained  in  St.  Joseph's  Pro- 
Cathedral  in  Pocatello,  Idaho,  on  June  10.  He  celebrated  his 
first  solemn  Mass  in  St.  Mary's  Church  at  Clinton,  Iowa,  on 
June  15. 
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The  Rev.  James  Dolan  belongs  to  Boise,  Idaho,  and  the 
Rev.  Louis  Savage  to  Sioux  City,  Iowa.  A'U  the  others  are 
affiliated  to  the  Archdiocese  of  Dubuque. 

The;  Spokesman  extends  to  each  of  them  the  best  wishes 
of  their  Alma  Mater  for  a  long  and  fruitful  priesthood. 

From  Iowa  University,  Raymond  Flaherty  writes :  "Even 
though  I  am  in  a  University  of  four  thousand,  my  spirit  still 
harks  back  to  the  calm  and  peaceful  days  that  I  spent  under  the 
banner  of  the  Purple  and  Gold.  It  seems  to  me  that  down  here, 
even  though  they  teach  us  high  ideals,  and  notwithstanding 
that  I  am  associated,  to  a  fair  extent,  with  the  representative 
manhood  and  womanhood  of  our  great  state,  still  that  spirit  of 
fraternity  of  all  for  one  and  one  for  all  is  lacking.  My  hap- 
piest moments  are  those  when  I  meet  old  Dubuque  men  and 
live  over  again  my  college  days."

Joe  Flaherty's  father,  landscape  artist  at  the  College, 
hands  us  the  following  letter  recently  received  from  Joe,  who 
still  is  overseas: 

Brixey,  France,  April  24,  1919. 

Dear  Mother  and  Dad : 

Still  in  same  place,  but  think  we  are  going  to  move  some- 
time next  week,  and  from  all  appearances  it  is  going  to  be  to 
Germany  after  all,  but  we're  not  there  yet,  so  why  worry? 
However,  it  has  been  a  treat  to  have  been  down  in  this  section 
of  the  country,  as  I  don't  think  it  can  be  surpassed  for  scenery, 
except,  of  course,  in  the  States. 
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Last  Sunday,  I  rode  over  to  the  home  of  Joan  of  Arc.  It 
is  situated  in  the  little  village  of  Domremy,  about  five  miles  from 
here.  The  house  is  supposed  to  have  been  built  in  the  Twelfth 
century.  Joan  was  born  in  141 2,  over  500  years  ago.  It  is 
nothing  short  of  remarkable  that  a  house  should  stand  that 
long.  As  you  go  into  the  house,  you  enter  the  room  in  Which 
Joan  was  born.  In  another  room  is  an  old  spinning  wheel  that 
she  used.  Upstairs  are  many  famous  oil  paintings  and  statues 
of  her.  About  a  mile  from  her  house  is  the  famous  Basilique 
that  the  French  started  to  build  in  1900  in  memory  of  her.  It 
is  to  cost,  when  finished,  two  million  francs.  At  present  it  is 
only  half  finished,  as  the  war  interfered  with  its  completion. 

This  place  is  conducted  by  the  priests  and  sisters.  It  is 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  wonderful  buildings  I  have  ever 
seen.  In  this  building  are  six  mural  paintings  by  a  famous 
artist  depicting  the  different  principal  events  in  the  life  of  Joan 
of  Arc.  If  you  ever  read  the  story  of  her  life,  you  will  re- 
member the  story  of  the  three  saints,  St.  Catherine,  St.  Michael, 
and  St.  Margaret.  Between  her  home  and  this  Basilique  is  a 
small  chateau  for  each  of  these  Saints.  It  is  truly  a  wonderful 
trip,  and  the  road  was  lined  with  cars  and  horses.  It  would 
remind  you  of  Chicago  on  a  busy  day. 

Another  very  interesting  sight  is  located  on  the  edge  of 
this  town  where  we  are  now.  It  is  the  Way  of  the  Cross.  The 
statues  stand  at  the  foot  of  a  very  steep  hill.  The  path  leading 
past  the  stations  is  very  rough  and  stony,  and  on  either  side  of 
the  path  thorns  are  growing.  From  the  first  station  to  the  last, 
which  is  located  in  a  small  chapel  on  the  top  of  the  hill,  must  be 
at  least  a  mile  or  more.  These  crosses  which  are  made  of  single 
logs  were  erected  in  17 10.  All  of  them,  but  one,  are  still  stand- 
ing. This  hill  was  thronged  with  French  peasants  during  Holy 
Week. 

Quite  a  few  of  the  boys  in  this  Company  have  gone  home 
already.    Their  folks  in  the  States  have  sought  discharges  for 
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them,  and  quite  a  few  of  them  have  been  successful  in  getting 
them.  It  seems  pretty  tough  to  see  some  of  these  fellows  go 
home.  Some  of  them  you  never  really  expect  to  see  again.  It 
is  just  like  breaking  up  a  family  and  leaving  home.  Don't 
know  another  thing  to  tell  you,  so  will  close  now.  Love  to 
yourself,  Dad,  and  everybody.  Joe.

Claude  Savage,  who  is  still  a  student  at  St.  Louis  University, 
and  a  not  infrequent  visitor  at  the  College,  was  a  fellow  traveler 
with  Dr.  Mahoney  on  the  trip  to  Dubuque. 

Fathers  Gerken,  Mullin,  Savage,  Kriebs  and  Kearn 
paid  a  visit  to  the  College  after  their  ordination.  Father  Ger- 
ken was  accompanied  by  his  brother,  the  Rev.  R.  Gerken,  pastor 
at  Abilene,  Texas.

Our  Band. 

Among  the  College  organizations,  none  has  has  had  a  suc- 
cess equal  to  that  of  the  band.  It  finished  its  seventh  year  in 
June,  and  the  work  it  did  in  that  time  stands  as  a  monument  to 
its  progress. 
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The  band  was  organized  in  the  early  spring  of  19 12.  From 
its  first  appearance  till  now  its  success  has  been  one  continual 
crescendo,  and  the  climax  has  not  been  reached.  The  original 
band  numbered  forty.  Since  then  its  membership  has  gone  as 
high  as  sixty-eight  at  one  time. 

The  first  big  achievement  was  the  raising  of  the  flag  at  the 
opening  of  Municipal  Park  in  Dubuque.  This  was  of  especial 
interest  to  the  students,  as  it  was  Comiskey  who  donated  the 
pole.  In  May,  19 14,  the  band  gave  a  concert  to  the  students 
and  faculty  of  St.  Clara  College,  Sinsinawa,  Wisconsin.  This 
elicited  the  following  acknowledgement  from  the  faculty  of  St. 
Clara  College:  "It  is  our  duty,  a  duty  full  of  gratitude,  to 
thank  you  heartily  for  the  beautiful  artistic  treat  you  gave  our 
institution." 

On  April  12,  191 7,  the  band  gained  an  exceptional  triumph 
when  it  took  part  in  the  opening  of  the  new  White  Sox  Park, 
Chicago.  Not  being  union  musicians,  they  were  not  allowed 
to  play  during  the  game,  but  after  the  game  they  gave  a  concert 
in  the  park,  for  which  the  entire  crowd  remained.  Their  en- 
thusiasm over  the  band's  remarkable  work  marked  the  trip  a 
complete  success.  In  the  lobby  of  the  Hotel  LaSalle,  another 
concert  was  given  in  the  evening,  and  the  auditors  here  were 
even  more  enthusiastic  than  those  at  the  park. 

But  the  years  19 18  and  19 19  were  the  banner  years  for  the 
band,  when  you  consider  the  work  that  was  accomplished. 
First  of  all,  on  April  27,  19 18,  it  attended  the  Grant  celebra- 
tion at  Galena,  Illinois.  Here  its  success  was  complete ;  it  was 
proclaimed  superior  to  the  Jackie  band  from  the  Great  Lakes 
and  to  the  crack  band  sent  up  from  Camp  Grant.  Then  came 
the  trip  to  meet  Governor  Harding  on  his  way  to  Dubuque. 
Everywhere  the  popular  acclamations  were  tremendous.  The 
band  has  been  in  all  the  Liberty  Loan  parades,  it  acted  as  an 
escort  to  departing  drafted  men,  took  part  in  Red  Cross  and 
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United  War  Work  parades  and  demonstrations,  and  especially 
the  Peace  celebration  on  November  n,  1918. 

But  the  greatest  achievement  came  to  the  band  in  the  Vic- 
tory Loan  tour  through  northeastern  Iowa,  on  April  21,  22,  and 
23.    A  prominent  Iowa  paper  had  this  to  say : 

"Never  in  the  history  of  this  famous  organization  did  it 
receive  such  ovations  as  it  did  on  the  Victory  Loan  tour.  No 
matter  where,  when,  or  for  whom  they  played,  they  were 
always  acclaimed  with  great  applause.  In  every  town,  from 
the  near  city  to  the  smallest  village,  everybody  seemed  to  recog- 
nize in  them  the  real  spirit  of  the  day — and  they  showed  it. 
Banners,  flags,  and  decorations  of  every  description  greeted 
the  boys  wherever  they  went,  and  it  was  with  a  standing  invi- 
tation for  a  return  trip  that  they  left.  Of  course,  the  primary 
and  absolute  object  of  the  trip  was  to  boost  the  Victory  Loan, 
and  this  the  boys  did  with  all  their  hearts.  Anyone  who  plays 
an  instrument  and  knows  the  joys(  ?)  of  playing  in  about 
twenty-five  towns  in  three  days  will  attest  to  this.  But  the  boys 
did  it  because  they  were  well  aware  of  the  object.  Never  did  the 
band  sound  so  good.  With  Father  Dress  personally  conducting 
the  concerts,  there  was  displayed  that  same  wonderful  unity 
and  response  that  has  characterized  the  organizaion  in  the  past ; 
that  warmth  of  expression  and  shading  of  tone  that  seems  to 
the  listeners  as  coming  from  one  great  instrument  in  which  are 
combined  all  the  beauties  of  all  the  instruments." 

In  view  of  all  these  achievements,  it  can  be  seen  how 
phenomenal  has  been  the  success  of  the  band.  But  after  all, 
that  is  not  the  most  important  part.  Ask  the  members  and  they 
will  invariably  tell  you  that  the  most  important  thing  is  the 
satisfaction  they  have  in  being  of  service  to  the  causes  for 
which  they  have  worked. 


The  baseball  season  this  year,  while  not  the  most  brilliant 
in  the  history  of  the  school,  was  highly  satisfactory.  At  the 
outset  there  were  eighty-one  candidates  for  the  team,  but  by  a 
w.  k.  process  of  elimination,  Coach  Cretzmeyer  managed  to  get 
about  sixty  off  his  hands  and  then  settled  down  to  real  work 
with  the  balance. 

Early  in  theseason  McAreavy,  who  has  since  proved  him- 
self so  indispensable  to  the  team,  began  to  show  enough  class  to 
get  him  a  pass  to  the  big  show  with  ease.  Gaynor,  his  only 
rival,  however,  wasn't  far  behind  with  the  spitter  stuff,  and  it 
looked  like  a  neck  and  neck  battle  for  the  pitching  job  for  a 
while.  Mac  then  started  speeding  up,  and  it  didn't  take  him  long 
to  convince  the  fans  that  he  was  not  only  Gaynor's  superior  but 
the  equal,  if  not  superior,  of  any  pitcher  in  the  conference. 

Hard  luck,  however,  proved  Mac's  undoing.  In  the  first 
game,  after  twelve  innings  of  gruelling  labor  and  with  the  score 
i -i,  a  costly  error  robbed  him  of  as  fine  a  pitched  game  as  has 
been  seen  around  these  parts  for  some  time. 

It  was  the  same  way  throughout  the  season,  errors  at  im- 
portant moments  costing  us  most  of  our  games.  Although  when 
they  tightened  up  and  played  real  baseball  they  were  practically 
unbeatable. 

The  following  men  received  sweaters :
